WASHINGTON, February 20.— Morgan 


presented to the senate today the report 
of the investigations ot tho committee 
on foreign relations nnide under u reso- 
lution ruquii'ing it to report wlnit irreg- 
uluritiuH occurred in tlie intercourse be- 
tween tlie United States and Hawaii in 
connection with the recent Hawaiian 
revolution. 
Morgan's report is con- 


curred in by Frye, Dulph and Davis, 
who also made a supplemental report. 
A minority report was submitted by 
.Uuller, Turpie, Daniel and Gray. Mor- 
KJin's report approved Stevens' order 
landing troops from the Boston, uiitl 
sayp tlio queen's attempt to overthrow 
Ihc conntituLion amounted to abdica- 
tion, and her government at that time 
had no power to protect itself and no 
power to conduct a civil government. 
Hhf bad been overthrown by tin.1 white 
jH'Oi'k1 of the islands before the troops 
from tin: Jloston liindud. 
Tlie report 


declares Hint Minister Stevens and (Jap- 
tain Wiltsti ai-lc<l with no interest ex- 
cept in protecting American citizens 
and presL'rviiijr ordur. The (ineen's de- 
Eire to banith or kill her opponents 
should cause Aiuerica to support tlie 
1 ovttriimcnl opposed to her. 


Tlie report also gays President Cleve- 


land abandoned further attempts at re- 
coiicilliation as goon as be learned of this 
disposition of the queen though unfor- 
tnnaielv Miuibtur Willis believing hu 
was folibwiui; his instructions held sev- 
eral interviews with the queen after- 
wards. The report adds: "When the 
crown falls in any kingdom of the west- 
em hemisphere it ia pulverized, and 
when tho scepter departs, it departs for- 
ever.

Hen Scott, tho ex-jailer, brtclly told 


,he same slorv of Kvans' uscape, and 
he part played" in it by Morrell that ap- 
wired In the newspapers at the time of 
he occurrence. He did not «av, how- 
ever, that Evans and Morrell left him in 
ho jail with tho prisoners, ae reported 
n the JGxpusitor last evening. The fact 
s he was compelled to accompany the 
nil breakers quite a distance from tho 
ail. 


Morrell bad nothing to say in his own 


lofcneo, and was held to answer by Jus- 
ice Austin, who fixed Ids bonds at 
5000. This matter disposed of. the 
marge of robbery against Morrell, in 
orcibly stealing a cart and horse from 
Jen Cochran, n REI'I'IIUCAN carrier, was 
taken up. Morrell was informed of bis 
rights, and his examination was set for 
March <lth, at 10 a.m.

AGGRESSIVE FOREIGNERS. 


A. I!. But lor writes from Washington 


that lie li:is reason to hope tli:it Ihn son- 
ate (.'yniiniltco can be imlnreil to put 
Xante currants, erroneously FO fulled, 
upon the dutiable lis-t, which will in a 
measure onset the disul vantage of tlie 
threatened reduction of the duty on 
Spanish raisins. It is to IK- hoped Hint 
IMr. Jiutier's expix'tntious

founded. The Wilson bill at present 
cuts the duty nearly one-half on Span- 
ish raisins and retains the so-called 
Zunte currants on tho free lisf. 
Unless 


the bill ran be inodilii-d in one of thefe 
particulars an imporUnl honif indus- 
try, which is now strn.ggH.ng against se- 
rious disadvantages in point of. cost of 
production and transportation, will re- 
ceive a serious blow—a blow which it 
is at present poorly prepared to with- 
stand. 


In view of the special effort now be- 


ing made to secure a duty upon the 
Xante product, it will "be' interesting to 
note the determined efforts being made 
by Uio producers of that conn try to se- 
cure the aid of their government in the 
matter of obtaining access to other 
countries free of duty, and other im- 
portant assistance. They evidently ap- 
preciate tlie advantage derived from a 
free market in the United Hates, and 
desire to Have it extended. The Xew 
York Commercial Bulletin of recentdute 
contains the following information on 
this subject: 


The trials of Grecian currant growers 


of late jenre have been many and more 
or IKFS severe. Not the least of the ob- 
stacles against which they have hud lo 
contend IE a steady depreciation in the 
value of the troods in nearly till markets 
of the world, without u compensating 
feature in the shape of any considerable 
increase in the volume uf sales. 


As a means of bringing a bout a change 


for the better, tbe government has been 
asked lo render material assistance, anil 
« committee was 
appointed by the 


chamber of deputies fo study tlie mar- 
ket condition and suggest a remedy for 
ameliorating the unfavorable intluences 
complained of. 
Tin's committee, we 


learn from advices at hand this week, 
have submitted a report recommending 
that "the government should endeavor 
to obtain reciprocity treaties from coun- 
tries where currants pay a heavy import 
duty. Alao that a certain portion of tin: 
present export tax should be retained 
toward a fund for introduction aud dis- 
tribution of currants at cheap prices in 
countries where the article is at present 
almost unknown; that an agricultural 
bank, with certain privileges accorded 
to it, should be founded in order to ad- 
vance to currant growers against mort- 
gage, at a moderate rate of inter- 
est, and thus keep them out of the 
hands of unsprupulous persons; and, 
finally, the committee recommends Unit 
early in August'of each year the govern- 
ment should obtain from all parts an 
exact estimate of crop, and then retain 
on exportation such a percentage as 
would bring tlie amount exported for 
eating purposes to the average annual 
consumption of tlie world for the pre- 
ceding live rears; the amount retained 
to be turned into pulp or otherwise ren- 
dered useless for eating purposes and 
sold by tho government to distillers and 
wincuiakerE." These propoaititions are 
novel and so modest in their general 
purport that they deaerve a careful 


«. second reading. They outclass the de- 


mands or requests of American Popu- 
lists for paternal aG&iatance. That the 
market price might be affected in Euro- 
pean and American markets should any 
such propositions as those outlined be 
eeriouely considered by the government 
officials is not improbable. A very 
prominent Patras merchant, in a recent 
circular, expresses the opinion that the 
majority, if not all the propositions, wil' 
be acted UIXMI, and that there in some-' 
thing more than a bare chance of tlie 
/Sit of rurrnnts being relieved in some 
degreG: 


in tllifl connection the following statis- 


tics from the California Truit Grower 
are pertinent: 


For the year 1893 there were Imported 


39,265,179'pounds of Xante currants into 
the United States, valued at |S77,fi22. 
In 1892, the imports amounted to 32,- 
137,138 pounds, valued at $1,092,218. 
The crop of 1693 is estimated at the 
enormous quantity of 150,000 to 11)0,000 
tons. This seedless dried grape or cur- 
rant of commerce is admitted free of 
duty. From the above figures it will be 
Been that the yearly importations are 
equal to about one-half the present out- 
put of raisins in California. The pres- 
ent selling price in New York is 12n cents 
per pound iu barrels as received from 
Greece. 


If tlio producers of Xante currants ob- 


tain in addition to their advantage of 
very cheap labor and water transporta- 
tion the government aid which they are 
eeeking, the demand for a duty lo pro- 
tect the raisin growers of California be- 
comes simply imperative. The plain, 
uncDntrovertable fact is that there 
absolutely no reason founded on justice 
or common aenee for a reduction of duty 
on raisins, while there is abundant rea- 
Bon bath from tbe revenue and protec- 
tive standpoint for a duty on the Xante 
dried grapes.

They had Brighton 
shoot a bullet, through uiie of the walls 
in Evans1 house and then trained the 
little girls to swear Lo it, instructing 
them what lo Kay. Brighton had two 
men as witnesses of this ehot, however, 
Unit the lawyers hail not provided for. 
So it turned out that they were afraid to 
iiiBistupon this evidence for feur I would 
spoil it for them. I was kept there on 
hand by the prosecution partly for Unit 
very purpose. The aim of the defense 
was to manufacture evidence that would 
make the jury think that Smith shot 
lirst, which was a lie from tho begin- 
ning.'1

in the Collis robbery in Evans' yard, 
Byrd Bays that both Evans and his wife 
told him that the detectives found it as 
was stated at Chris' trial, and it was 
therefore no fake as some of the bandit's 
admirers appear tn be anxious to be- 
lieve.

The "Laurcns" possesses these 
rcquiiilcs, mid in addition la picturcaque 
in effect. It is a good model for any 
season of the year; it may he made in 
heavy or light weight cloths, surge, 
cashmere, pongee, China silk, linen or 
pique, and braid or rihltou velvet would 
he appropriate for trimming, according 
to the good« used. The rape and cuffs 
would be very effective made of velvet, 
or a fall of lace might bo used instead of 
the wipe. 


Half of the pattern Is given in nine 


pieces: Front and back of yoke, skirt, 
collar, rape and four pieces of 
the 


alcevo. The skirt is to be gathered at 
the top. Tlio cape is to he laid in a 
box-plait ou fifldi shoulder, according to 
the holes. The puff for the sleeve is to 
be gathered at tho top, between the 
holes, and at the bottom, and the lower 
edge is to he placed to the row of holes 
across the sleeve. 


Out the pieces of the yoke length- 


wise, placing tho hack edge of the back 
S'ece to a lengthwise fold of the goods, 


it the skirt lengthwise; tho cape, with 


the front, edges lengthwise; tho sleeves, 
so that the parts below the elbows will 
bo bias; and the sleeve puff, cither 
lengthwise or bias. Before cuttting the 
goods be careful to read "Directions for 
Cutting" printed on the envelope. 


The size for four years will require 


four and ft quarter yards of goods 
twenty-four inches wide. The size for 
six years will require four and a half 
yards of goods twenty-four inches wide.
